Draft Lottery Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon signed today a law 
making major changes in the 
military draft and said the first 
drawing to decide which young 
men will be most vulnerable to 
induction will be conducted here 
on Monday. 
At a brief White House cere­ 
mony, Nixon signed legislation 
permitting him to set up a ran­ 
dom selection system that even­ 
tually will lead to induction of 
19-year-olds first.

Exploding Ammo 


Damages W ar Gear 


SAIGON (AP) - North Viet­ 
namese troops attacked a U.S. 
armored cavalry camp near the 
Cambodian border early today 
and blew up tons of ammunition 
which caused heavy damage to 
tanks, armored personnel car­ 
riers, artillery and other equip­ 
ment. 
“ Most of the damage and cas­ 
ualties were caused by ammuni­ 
tion exploding,” said one U.S. 
officer. He said the attackers 
opened up about three hours be­ 
fore dawn with small arm s and 
armor-piercing rocket grenades. 
Some grenades slammed into 
seven loaded ammunition trail­ 
ers. touching off chains of explo­ 
sions. But the North Vietnamese 
did not break through the camp 
perimeter, the American officer 
said. 
A search around the camp 64 
miles 
northwest 
of 
Saigon 
turned up three enemy bodies, a 
U.S. 
spokesman 
said. 
One 
American was killed and 24 
wounded. 
About 
100 Americans 
from 
Headquarters Troop, 3rd Squad­ 
ron, 11th Armored Cavalry Reg­ 
iment were defending the base 
camp while other units patrolled 
in the area 10 miles south of the 
Cambodian border. 
More than a dozen pieces of 
equipment, 
including 
155mm 
howitzers and armored person­ 
nel carriers rigged as ammuni­ 
tion carriers were reported de- 
stoyed. A few Sheridan tanks 
and personnel carriers were re­ 
ported damaged. 
It was not known how much 
ammunition went up, but the 
seven trailers had a capacity of 
nearly 100 tons. Field reports 
said they were not foil. 
Farther north along the Cam­ 
bodian border, a U.S. air ob­ 
server said he spotted 400 North 
Vietnamese troops moving to­ 
ward the Bu Dop Special Forces 
camp Tuesday. The U.S. 1st Air 
Cavalry Division sent helicopter 
gunships to attack and artillery 
and fighter-bombers also were 
called in. 
“Contact was lost when the 
enemy evaded further observa­ 
tion,” a communique from U.S. 
headquarters said. “The bodies 
of nine enemy soldiers were ob­ 
served lying in the strike area. 
There were no U.S. casualties.”

Tuesday climaxed a six-month 
review of the American chemi­ 
cal 
and 
biological 
warfare— 
CBS—program. 
The commander-in-chief said 
the United States will confine 
its biological research to defen­ 
sive measures such as immuni­ 
zation. And, in the chemical 
field, he pledged that this na­ 
tion would never be the first to 
use lethal or incapacitating gas­ 
es. 
Nixon’s reference to eliminat­ 
ing “existing stocks of bacterio­ 
logical weapons” made Penta­ 
gon information officers squirm 
since the department has re­ 
peatedly told reporters that the 
United States does not stock 
germ weapons. 
"We have no biological weap­ 
ons as such,” the Pentagon as­ 
serted after the President had 
spoken. “ We do have certain 
biological agents in storage con­ 
tainers." 
One CBW expert suggested 
that semantics were involved. 
“The problem is, when does it 
become a weapon,” he said. 
Most biological agents would be 
sprayed from special tanks in 
the air. But the agents are not 
stored in the tanks “so, the 
tanks are not a ‘biological weap­ 
on’ until they are used," he 
said, asking whether a bottle of 
bacteria 
should 
be called 
a 
weapon. The Pentagon thought 
not. 
Locations of the germs, as 
well as the size of the stored 
quantities, are still secret. But 
the Pentagon said that since dis­ 
posal has been ordered the in­ 
formation will be declassified 
for public release. 
Such quantities of bacteria as 
exist are mostly located at Pine 
Bluff, Ark., and kept in refriger­ 
ated igloo-type structures. 
Pentagon sources say Pine 
Bluff has handled 90 per cent of 
the CBW work in recent years 
and has been a stand-by produc­ 
tion line. 
The fate of Pine Bluff is clear­ 
ly in question now although con­ 
tinued research there may be 
possible, the officials suggested. 
Germ research also is conduct­ 
ed at Ft.

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Decision Scheduled 
Next Week on Oil 
Depletion Allowance 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ex­ 
tension of the income tax sur­ 
charge at a 5 per cent rate for 
the first half of 1970 now seems 
assured if the big tax reform 
bill becomes law this year. 
The Senate voted Tuesday, 
49-28, to retain a provision ex­ 
tending the surtax six months 
beyond its scheduled Dec. 31 ex­ 
piration date. 
Although the Senate agreed to 
take no more votes until it re­ 
turns 
next 
Monday 
from 
a 
Thanksgiving holiday, the de­ 
bate continued today with a con­ 
troversial oil depfetion allow­ 
ance amendment as the pending 
business. 
Sen. Allen J. Ellender, D-La., 
is sponsoring the amendment 
which would restore the 274 per 
cent depletion allowance which 
has been in effect more than 40 
years. The House voted to cut 
this benefit to 20 per cent and 
the Senate Finance Committee 
set the figure at 23 per cent. 
Ellender’s amendment will be 
the first item voted on next 
week unless it is displaced in 
some fashion. 
Extension of the surtax ap­ 
peared to be settled by Tues­ 
day’s voting because the House 
also included such a provision in 
the version of the bill it passed 
Aug 7. Thus the issue would not 
even be a question to be settled 
in the conference between the 
two branches to work out the fi­ 
nal form of the legislation. 
However, if the Senate does 
not complete action on the bill 
in the 1969 session the surcharge 
extension 
might be reconsid­ 
ered. 
The Senate vote was a victory 
for President Nixon who strong­ 
ly supported the extension as 
part of his anti-inflation fight. 
The 10 per cent surtax expired 
June 30 this year but Congress 
voted a six-months extension to 
Dec. 31 at Nixon’s urgent re­ 
quest. He asked for the further 
continuance at 5 per cent. 
Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., set 
the stage for one of the biggest 
floor fights on the bill by intro­ 
ducing Tuesday his amendment 
to increase the personal exemp­ 
tion to $1,000 from the present 
$600. 
Gore said he would seek a 
vote on it at the first oppor­ 
tunity next week. 
In a second vote Tuesday, the 
Senate 
trounced, 
74-8, 
an 
amendment of Sen. Cance Ha- 
rtka, D-Ind , to take the revenue 
produced by the surtax in the 
first half of 1970 and allocate it 
to the states for education pur­ 
poses.

GI Tells of Dru g Use In Vietnam 
My congratu lations to the Salem Area Min­ 
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isterial Association for sp onsorship o f the Dru gs 
Seminar, which I read in the Nov . 8 issu e ot 
the Salem News. Althou gh I am thou sands o f 
miles away from the activ ities of Salem, the 
su bject of dru gs is of great concern to me here 
in Vietnam. 
The misu se of dru gs in Vietnam is a press­ 
ing p roblem both on the battle lines and in the 
base camp s. Hav ing sp ent time on line as a 
“ gru nt”, I had the op p ortu nity to see first­ 
hand the effects of narcotics on ou r fighting 
men. They all to often bring abou t not only 
their own death, bu t the death of others De­ 
cau se they cannot fu nction p rop erly while u s­ 
ing narcotics. 
Now that I am off the line and working 
in 
the Chap lain’s office, I witness an almost stea­ 
dy stream of soldiers to the office of the Chap ­ 
lain, seeking help with a dru g p roblem. 
Often, the u se of dru gs by soldiers began 
while they were civ ilians, “back on the block.” 
Becau se this is often the case, I am su re that 
the efforts of organizations su ch as the Minis­ 
terial Association will contribu te to the mili­ 
tary ’s effort to cu rb the u se of dru gs, and we 
wou ld hop e that the efforts of the military 
help these u nfortu nate men when they retu rn 
to civ ilian life. 
Once again, congratu lations and thanks to 
the Salem Area Ministerial Association.

Bold New Age for Labor 


By VICTOR RIESEL 
WASHINGTON — After the little Intrep id nes­ 
tled softly in the moon du st, some u nion chiefs 
recalled what the sp ace mechanic and satellite 
ex p lorer Col. Edwin (Bu zz) Aldrin Jr. told them 
last month. 
“Among the concep ts that 
y ou can ex Dect to see p roject­ 
ed from the drawing board to 
actu al dev elop ment in the in­ 
du stries in which y ou labor 
and ou t into sp ace is a spa ce 
station that will be the basic 
element of manned activ ities 
In earth orbit, of continu ed 
manned 
ex p loration 
of 
the 
Moon, and which 
will serv e 
v irtsr mene* 
as the training laboratories to p rep are man for 
ex tended ex p editions to the p lanets,” Col. Ald- 
rin adv ised them 
This was no science fiction scrip t. Col. Aldrin 
stood among them as solid as moon rock and 
sp oke of a “ p ermanent stru ctu re in p ermanent 
orbit,” a sp ace station, that will su p p ort 6 to 12 
occu p ants who cou ld and wou ld be rep laced at 
“ regu lar interv als.” And within six y ears. 


AND WITHIN ANOTHER 10 y ears he added 
“ we ex p ect to hav e established a sp ace base. 
This, according to the second man on the Moon, 
wou ld be a “ joined assembly of sp ace station 
modu les that will hou se from 50 to 100 men and 
women in soace and will serv e as a laboratory 
where a broad range of p hy sical and biological 
ex p eriments wou ld be p erformed ” 
Fu rthermore, assay ed Col. Aldrin, some 15 
y ears 
from 
now 
“ sp ace flights 
will 
hav e 
ev olv ed as a p ractical transp ortation sy stem ” 
This means a brav e new world — a world of 
new crafts, new skills, and new cou rage to fly 
with them to p ermanent sp ace bases on the 
moon. Thu s, socn enou gh the u nionisis of todav , 
the y ou ng men of 25 to 30 y ears of age, will be 
su mmoned to bring forth v olu nteers for sp ace 
shu ttling. 
It is the op inion of D. M. Cole, a sp ecialist in 
“ ex tra-terrestrial colonies” and "lu nar coloniza­ 
tion.” that it will be cheap er to send agron> 
mists, miners, chemists, and geologists to the 
moon to find means of raising food 
'and to 
» earch for high-grade ores of ox y gen, hy drogen, 
carbon and other critical elements and to set 
u p ex tract and refining p lants, than it will be to 
hu rtle heav y p ay loads to the du sty satellite su r­ 
face.” 
Thu s, as scientist Cole sees it, there will be 
Moon colonies, Macro-life and solar sy stem so­ 
cieties. This is as ex hilarating to the v isonary 
labor leaders as it is to news corresp ondents — 
who certainlv shou ld be sent along so there will 
be a more historic rep ort on moon landings 
than “Whoop ee.” Bu t to the men who lead 
some 20 million working men and women,the 
two sp ace v oy ages — and the nex t eight to 


come at the rate of three, three and two an­ 
nu ally du ring the nex t few y ears, are seen in 
bread and bu tter terms. Tru e the NASA, the 
AEC, and the Pentagon hav e not y et called on 
the Bu ilding and Constru ction Trades u nion 
chiefs to get u p sp ace manp ower. Bu t it will 
come thou gh ev en this is not what is ex citing 
some national labor leaders. 


THEY’RE NOT OVERLOOKING something 
they now call p ower-p ower. 
Indeed, thev remember Col. Aldrin’s words. 
He sp oke of the descrip tion of “ NERVA.” This 
is a nu clear rocket engine which will be the 
base of a p rop u lsion sy stem the size of a box 
abou t fiv e feet by two feet — “cap able of p ro­ 
du cing in one hou r the p ower eq u iv alent of the 
entire ou tp u t of the Hoov er Dam.” 
Col. Aldrin said the grou nd work has been 
done and tested. Su ch reactors hav e nr. du ced 
the sp ecific thru st for some three and a half 
minu tes at the little known ex p erimental station 
at Jackass Flats, Nev . 
This will be a 7 5,000 lb. engine which can eas­ 
ily be p u t *n sp ace v ehicles. Bu t what then? 
What hap p ens when the sp ace station is in p er­ 
manent orbit, and a sp ace shu ttle is flitting its 
way regu larly from station in one orbit to still 
another fly ing colony in another and then to the 
moon with man — and women — p ower and 
p ay loads? 
Small p ower u nits will be needed The Atomic 
Energy Commission is working on small p ower 
reactors to p rov ide reliable electrical and ther­ 
mal p ower for y ears withou t refu eling. These 
can serv e large sp acecraft, fu tu re sp ace and lu ­ 
nar shu ttle stations, lu nar bases and the ex tra­ 
terrestial "Macro colonies” which Mr. Cole 
foresees. 


THUS, SOON ENOUGH, there will be small, 
highly efficient nu clear p ower sy stems for u se 
on earth in remote areas. 
In the nation’s megalop olises, these little box ­ 
es will rev olu tionize the electric p ower sy stems, 
bu ilding 
designs, 
constru ction 
and 
shap es. 
There will hav e to be manp ower shifts, skill 
shifts, p op u lation shifts. 
This is what the in-crowd in the astro-in­ 
du strial comp lex calls “ fry ing-p an stu ff.” This 
is the commercial “ p eel-off” from sp ace flights 
— the new tiny color telev ision sets, the new 
fabrics now u sed in sp ace su its which are self- 
ex tingu ishab'e in highly inflammable p u re ox Y* 
gen-atmosp here, comfortable to wear and easy 
to clean. 
And so the newest of Yankee Clip p ers is the 
harbinger of new skills, new factories, new 
p rodu cts, a new way of life and a new world. 
Romance is romance. Bu t back here on earth, 
we too, had better begin dev elop ing a heat 
shield.

WASHINGTON — Some good is certain to 
come ou t of the row that has been stirred u p 
ov er Vice President Agnew s sp eech which re- 
p rimandsd TV broadcasters for the kind of “ in­ 
stant rebu ttal” they p resented ju st after the te­ 
lev ision address of President Nix on on the night 
Of Nov . S. 
In a cou ntry where free sp eech is ex tolled, it 
shou ld not be su rp rising to find that an admin­ 
istration ex p resses its resentment ov er criti­ 
cism made immediately after the chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e, in the midst of war, sp eaks to the nation 
on p resu mably nonp artisan issu es. 
The networks hav e again and again p u t on 
the air p rograms critical of an administration 
in p ower and these hav e not, by any means, 
p leased all the listeners. The concep t of free 
sp eech, howev er, has u su ally hern inv oked to 
defend those who find fau lt with the gov ern­ 
ment’s p olicies. 


VICE PRESIDENT AC,NEW has p rop erly fo- 
cu sed attention on a mediu m of commu lo ­ 
cation 
which 
reaches 
many 
millions 
of 
p eonle. He was p articu larly sensitiv e abou t 
the fact that the hu ge au dience which was lis­ 
tening to telev ision p rimarily to hear the Presi­ 
dent was av ailable to commentators whose “in­ 
stant analy sis and q u eru lou s criticism” werd 
seeminglv not objectiv e or p leasing to Mr. Ag-’. 
new. A wide range of su p p orters hav e written 
letters to him and to newsp ap ers agreeing with 
his remarks. 
Had some p rominent members of Congress 
been chosen for the commentary following the 
sp eech, there wou ld hav e been a feeling that 
the “other side” was being giv en by p ersons in 
p ositions of resp onsibility in the legislativ e 
body , which has the p ower to au thorize or dis­ 
continu e military op erations 
If. for instance, the networks had p resented 
on the same p rogram chairman J. William Fu l- 
bright of the Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee. who has consistently op p osed ou r Vietnam 
p olicy , and Sen. John Stennis, chairman of the 
Senate Armed Serv ices Committee, who, al­ 
thou gh a Democrat, su p p orts the President, 
the debate wou ld hav e been a far different na­ 
tu re. 
Entirely ap art from the merits of the Viet­ 
nam issu e, there hav e been many cases in th« 
p ast in which the p u blic has felt that telev ision 
commentators p resented a one-sided v iew. If 
newsp ap ers do the same thing, they are simi­ 
larly criticized. 
Bu t when most newsp ap ers p u blish a v ariety 
of v iews by analy sts, these u su ally are sep arate 
and distinct from the news p ages, which p re­ 
su mably rep ort only the facts withou t op inion 
The American p eop le are accu stomed to dif­ 
fering v iewp oints ex p ressed by editorials in 
p rinted p u blications. Bu t they are not accu s­ 
tomed to the kind of “analy sis” which occu rred 
after President Nix on’s sp eech 
Some of the p ersons watching telev ision 
thou ght the grou p of commentators acu tally 
rep resented the editorial v iewp oint of the net­ 
work on which the p rogram was being carried. 
Before su ch p rograms were p resented, it might 
well hav e been annou nced that the op inions ex ­ 
p ressed wou ld be those of the p articip ants in 
the p rogram and not necessarily those of the 
network. 
Undou btedly the whole matter of p rogram­ 
ming on controv ersial su blets now will u nder­ 
go an ex tensiv e self-ex amination by TV and ra­ 
dio broadcasters. 
Unfortu nately , some of the p u blished cri­ 
ticism 
of 
Vice 
President 
Agnew's 
sp eech 
was more emotional than 
logical. 
It 
was 
argu sed. for instance, that the v ice p res dent 
was seeking gov ernmental censo ship and that 
the Federal Commu nications Commission wou ’d 
somehow be influ enced in that direction by his 
remarks. 
Mr. Agnew answered the criticism on this 
p oint in a sneech this week, when he srid. 
“ I am op p osed to censorship of telev ision or- 
the p ress in any form. I don’t care whether 
censorship is imp osed bv gov ernment or wheth­ 
er it resu lts from management in the choice 
and the oresentation of the news bv a little fra^ 
temity hav ing 
similar 
social 
and 
p olitical 
v iews. I am against censorship in all forms.” 


THE VICE PREsn)ENT added that “a high 
wall o fsep arafion shou ld be raired between 
what is news and what is commentary .” 
Actu ally , he is try ing to arou se interest in a 
su bject which has concerned the p u blic for a 
long time—the ex p ression of p artisan op inions 
on radio and te'ev ision withou t a differentiation 
between news and editorial op inion. 
It is relativ ely easy for su c't a distinct’on to 
be made and the net resu lts of the p resent con­ 
trov ersy cou ld be constru ctiv e.
